The Tribune nasotaisuds that the question of 
ahipping rigs und their operations is engagin 
the. P tention of the Government, and that 
papers on the subject are likely to, be presented 
to Parliament very soon. 

This important development is directly attri... © 
buted to the Sonth African freight trouble, 
which has beon tho subject of abortive con-, 
-ferences both in England and in South Africa. 

Shippers ot home and in tho: Coloniva have 
boen complaining for a long time. of the high 
froights, tho rebate system, and the unfair 
incidence in many cases of the tariffs of the ring 
of shipping companies in whose hands the trade 
between Kngland and South Africa is for the 
most part concentrated. It is possible, it has 
been claimed, to gat goods conveyed from 
America aud Germany to South Africs mora , 
cheaply,then from England. 1 

In defonce of their position tho companies 
‘have consistently maintained that the rates 
compare favourably with any othor ronte, that 
the freights ara low consideriag the service 
which is provided, aud thatthe rebate ayatom is 
e legitimate trade arrangement whioh operates - 
favourably to the customers of the companies, 

The Colonial Governments in South Africa 
are on the side of the discontented shippers, 
und have tried withont saccess 80 fur to get 
substantial redactions in the rates. Since the 
conference held in London Sir Donald Currie 
bas pot forward a proposal: on behalf of the 
companies for 8 slight reduction, but the altera- 
tiou bas not come into effect, and the Colonial 
Governments, moreover, do not regard tha con- 
cession as eufliciont to digsournge the agitation 
in favour of bettor terms. : 

Tho [imperial Government having been, again 
referred to has docided to take up the question, 
and'in all probability. the inquiry which is 
Likely to be instituted will cover not only the 
operations and effects npon trade of tho outh: 
African shipping ring, but of British shipping 
rings in general. :
